At the particular meeting, it was noted that there was no 
roll call of the units although it was noticed that two 
Natchez units, Wesson, Miss ., McComb, Brookhaven units were 
present. It was further noted that only approximately 15 
individuals attended, among which were the Grand Titan of the 
province. During the course of the meeting, many of the 
individuals wanted to know the details about the Grand Titan 
being involved with a female other than his wife. It was 
reported that a man named HODGES or HUGHES, a man named PETE, 
and one other man from the McComb unit which has split up 
are trying to form another unit because of the information 
that they have concerning FLEMING running around with this 
woman . 


During the course of the argument, the EC of the 
Wesson, Miss., unit stood up and said he did not think it was 
right to accuse these three men of trying to split up the 
McComb unit when they were not there to defend themselves. 

It is privately believed by many of the people attending the 
meeting that the man named EARLS from the Wesson unit wants 
the Grand Titan's job and wants FLEMING out. 

Also discussed at this time was the fact that during 
April, 1972, the McComb unit was not able to put a UKA member 
in the march which was held at the McComb Centennial. FLEMING 
told the group that he was not there during the incident because 
he was at the courthouse trying to get an injunction letting 
the UKA march, but the members of the group did not accept his 
explanation.

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It was further discussed during the meeting about 
a man named WILLIAMS who is apparently a close friend of 
FLEMING and who was handing out Nazi literature at the 
previous state meeting. Many of the members were upset 
about this Nazi literature. However, DURELL FQNDREN indicated 
to the group that he had read it and that he would check 
with ROBERT SHELTON to determine if they could use this 
literature because it "had a lot of good things to say". 

At the end of the meeting, FONDREN indicated that 
he was going to get a man by the name of J. C. BROWN to speak 
to the next meeting if this was okay with the membership which 
was subsequently okayed by all persons involved.

The One great underlying principle of "our" noble Or- 
der, one which demands "constant** piocfice, is KLAN- 

ISH FIDELITY---constoncy in the performance of Klanish 
Practices. 

To be "kianish" (Note: We spell it with o K instead of 
o C) toward your fellow klonsmen in ALL things honoroble 
imp! ies that this principle must be applied ond exemplified 
in the four-fold reolm of man's mundane I ife — -Physi cal , 
Social, Moral and Vocational This is the four-fold ap- 
plicationof this, "our" sacred ond self-preserving principle 
ond it is therefore o FUNDAMENTAL element in the pro- 
gress ond stabil ity of our great institution as well as in the 
betterment of our individuol lives. 

Our klonishness is defined as follows: "A number of reol 
men, each of whom is the embodiment of true American 
manhood, of kindred purpose, actuated by unselfish mo- 
tives, dedicat edtoomanly mission ond pledged to o noble 
ideol, and who are voluntarily ond strongly bound to- 
gether by an unyielding tie, wholly determined to so live 
ond oct os to sofeguard ond enhance each other's interest 
ond welfare in all the severol relationships of life and 
being. ** 

(1) . PHYSICAL KLANISHNESS: Has to do with the ap- 
plication of this great principle in the realm of one's 
physical being . Having due regard for the health and bodi- 
ly wellbeing of o klansmon ond protecting same in every 
way possible; if health be impaired to seek its restoration. 
It enforces self-control when one is aroused to anger ond 
end the bodily wellbeing of a klansmon is threatened or 
likely to be abused; true to this principle no klansmon will 
will strike, stob, lacerate or in ony other manner inflict 
bodily pain or commit an injury to the physical being of 
another klonsman, unless in case of self-defense, ond to 
do so would be o crime against the Invisible Empire. 

(2) . SOCIAL KLANISHNESS: This implicsthot oil klons- 
men ore on a common socio) plane and ore therefore with- 
out Individuol social distinction between each other. The 
set rules of social valuation operative in the society of the 
otien world ot large are ignored by klansmen in their re- 
gard for coch other. We form our estimate of each other 
not by the texture of the garment worn nor by the position 
held in the social, educational, political, financial or 
e cclesiosticol spheres of the world's society, but wc look 
well into the innfer qual ities of the heart, the mind ond 
the soul; on these we base our estimate and the eye of 
scruifiny beholds him bathed in the penetrating light of 
the fiery Cross and he stands before us our equal in thot 
he posses es o klonsman's heart and o klonsmon's soul, and 
of him we shall not be ashamed before men but will gladly 
acknowledge his fellowship before the world, for we know 
who he is-- a MAN who volues HONOR more than life. 

The practice of sociol klanishness enforces an affec- 
tionate ond manly regard for the personal and profession- 
al reputation ond good nome of o klansman and that of a 
klansmon's family ond will not permit such to be slander- 
ously ossailed without resentment.

o man's' or a wwnoW good namel And thricely so is thot 
of o klansmon and his loved oncsl 

This principle enforces cn appreciative valuation of eoch 
Other, prompt ing sincere, court ecus conduct ond free social 
Intercourse omong klonsmen. When you meet a klansmen 
be glad to greet him and act the part, for he, like your- 
self, is no common man. 

(3) . MORAL KLANISHNESS: Thishasto do with the at- 
tainment ond the preservation of decency; by it we assist 
eoch other to conform our lives to the standord given in 
the Scripturol Charter of the Klan — the 12th chapter of 
Romons, especially the 1st and 2nd verses, ond thus we 
moke secure, by the practice of klonishness, our highest 
and best interest not only in this life but in the great life 
to come. Noklansman will permit himself to be the means 
of, or the instrument in, the moral degeneration of o- 
nothcr klonsman, or in the wrecking of the soul of his 
fellow in the world to come. No klansman will throw o- 
side his qualities of o gentleman and give himself over to 
debauchery. We seek to know our own ond eoch other's 
moral weakness and constantly endeavor to strengthen 
these to the end that in the practice of klanishness we de- 
velopandmoinfain that quality of choracter thot will stand 
the ultimate test of God's just and unerring judgement. 
This practice enforces Temperance (in thought, in word 
ondin indulgences) ondall of its ollied virtues, and there- 
by aims at the ideol of decency and cleanliness in life and 
chorocter. To pollute the morols of a klansman is to com- 
mit a grove offense against our Order. 

(4) . VOCATIONAL KLANISHNESS: This calls for the 
constant and eornest exercise of this great principle in the 
reolm of one's business life or professional. Trading, deal- 
ing with and pattoni zing klansmen in preference to others. 
Employlngklansmen in preference to others whenever pos- 
sible. Boosting each other's business interest or professional 
ability; honorably doing any and all things that will assist 
o klansman to earn on honest dollar, thereby adding to his 
material wellbeing; lightening the burden of life for him 
and constantly Succoring him with new strength and re- 
freshing encouragement. Moke it a special point in life 
to know the noture of a klansmon 's business or profession 
and then hold him and his interest well in mind and never 
let an opportunity pass to turn trade or patronage to him 
ond thus you will help him to succeed ond be hoppy ond 
thereby you will add to the force of joy towards dissipa- 
ting the sorrow, grouch and gloom of this life and making 
the world brighter and better by your having lived in if. 

For on example: If you should come across a person in- 
terested in the purchase or sole of real estate, scon your 
list of known klansmen and if there be one who is in thot 
line of business (though you may not be so intimately ac- 
quainted with him) urge this person to see your particular 
reol estatemon. It is presumed there is o profit to be mode 
in the tronsoction if comummofed, then do your part Tn 
endeavoring to turn the prof it took lar.sman. You must not 
fell this person why you insist on him seeing this particu- 
lar reol estate man, other thon he is worthy and deols 
honorably . He is a k lonsman and you con safely rec comend 
him , Apply this method in regard to klonsmen who are doc- 
tors, lawyers, dentists, merchants, barbers, opticians, 
coprenters, insurance men, toxi cab owners, automobile 
dealers ond ANY and ALL other vocations of men. Again, 
o clerk, for instance, or other employee of a shop, to hold 
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his position must moke good, his odvoncement hinges on 
his obility to produce business; therefore deal with those 
firms or persons who employ klansmen in their business ond 
have your dealings with your fellow klansmen in person 
therein employed that he, or they, might get credit for 
the business done. If possible, let the employerknow that 
you deal with his firm on account of this particular mon 
being employed by him. 

The exemplification of this great principle enforces 
honesty in oil transactions. Deol fairly ond justly with 
klansmen at any and all times ond in all things. To cheat 
wrong or deceive a klansman, in plighted word or in trade 
or business transactions, would be o bod breoch of klan * 
ishness for which you would suffer. If you borrow from o 
klansman be not slow to repay; remember it is an obliga- 
tion of honor. Do not allow yourself to impose on o klans- 
mon's generosity . Aklansman has implicit confidence ond 
ond imposes a sacred trust in you, therefore do nothing 
that would impair that confidence or betray that trust. Be 
o big mon, o fair mon, an honest man in oil your dealings 
wifhollmen ondmost especially with klansmen. Remember 
this sublime duty was voluntarily assumed by you ond to 
this great work you have been solemnly dedicated ond 
your life has been sacredly consecrated; see to it that you 
prove not yourself one who will flinch at DUTY or show 
himself a cowardly weakling or a treacherous scallawog. 

Think seriously and soberly along this line of the ap- 
plication of this great principle and the greatness of it in 
its ultimate range will overwhelm you, and you will read- 
ily see what you hove lost in the past by the common method 
of fraternal practice you have followed. Oh, how miser- 
ably meaningless is the so-colled fraternity of the multi- 
tude of so-called fraternal Orders! How disgusting to o 
soul unselfish and sincerel 

The practice of klanlshness is FUNDAMENTAL with us, 
it is our mark of distinction as on institution and as in- 
dividual members thereof; therefore, to be true you MUST 
train yourself accordingly. In this you will doubtless of- 
ten be required to make some sacrifice of time or of con- 
veniences ond possibly some impulse of personal friend- 
ship or of old acquaintanceship, but to attain the lofty 
ideal to which we aspire if mus* be done. How easy it is 
with one so determined to form the holy habit of the prac- 
tice of klanishness, ond how good one feels when he has 
done itl What delectable experiences come to him in the 
c onsciousnessof having maintained his honor in the bitter 
bottleof life against Self and selfish inclinations and hav- 
ing this day contributed something, though ever so small, 
toward blessing some one's life by making that some one 
more successful and happy ond also to be able to repose in 
the sweet consciousness of having done something more to- 
ward shaping your own life to conform to a laudable ond 
lofty Ideal . 

By this proctice you lift yourself above the noxious at- 
mosphereof selfish, sordid gain ond place yourself on the 
lofty heights where the genial breezes of reciprocal frat- 
ernal fellowship forever wafts their inestimable blessings 
ond the sun of Divine approbation is always bright. Get 
out of the boggy swamps, my fellow klanimen, ond get 
you to the mountain top where you can catch the vision 
of the larger life that will impart to your soul super -hu- 
man strength enabling you to enter the stressful struggle 
of the alien world, with which you are surrounded, ond 
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come out conqueror from every contest. Devotion to our 
standard MUST be made worth while; worth while to oth- 
ers by YOU and worth while to YOU by others. 

Our Order is one with a great specific purpose, there- 
fore, a klansman is a man with a definite purpose in life, 
not o mere piece of animol drift-wood, ond he is unyield- 
inginhis devotion to that purpose and the bed-rock prin- 
ciple of that purpose if theproctice of klanishness.

( 4 ). IMPERIAL KLAN1SHNESS: This is the principle 
applied toward our great fraternity. It means a constant, 
unfailing loyalty to the Institution; to harmonize your soul 
with its sacred purposes and principles, put yourself in ac- 
cord with its mission and ideals. Guard WELL its EVERY 
interest; moke good your allegiance to it by practicing 
Its precepts, exemplifying its principles, meeting promptly 
without reserve your EVERY obligation to it (both personal 
and financial), faithfully obeying its constitution and 
constitutional authority, enforcing its laws and conforming 
willingly to its requirements, regulations and usages. 

Give due respect ot all times, and maintain a kianish 
regard for the person and authority of its chief officer— the 
Imperial Wizard, and thereby facilitate his efforts in per- 
fectingthe work he has to do for the glory of the Invisible 
Empire in its development and government. He is laboring 
constantly and unselfishly for YOU, YOUR country and 
YOUR race. Your respect for him, his official decrees, 
edicts, mandates, ruling* and instructions means much for 
you In approximating the common ideal of klansmen. He 
inhisofficia! capacity represents the entire Order, every 
phase and feature of the whole institution centers in him. 
Be therefore constructive and not destructive of obstructive 
In your criticisms. If you have honest criticisms to make 
fake them to the proper officer to hear, discuss and con- 
si der them— ♦ he Exalted Cyclops of o k Ion, the Grand Dra- 
gon of your Realm, or the Imperial Wizard of the Order. 

Do not in ANY MANNER WRONG our Institution by 
slandering it (though ever so mildly) or by discussing its 
seeming imperfections or themistakes of its officers at any 
time or place where any person of the alien world moy 
chance to hear; a conspicuous characteristic of a klansman 
handed down by our fathers is, A klansman keeps the inner 
effairsof the klon strictly to himself and thereby maintains 
its peculiar prestige as a potent factor. Always spook of 
the klan and its work enthusiastically or not ot all, often- 
times silence begets respect; never discuss the klan or its 
affairs freely with anyone except a klansman. Do not fam- 
iliarize our fraternity to anyone of the alien world. Under 
no circumstances suffer any cisms, factions or ill feelings 
to spring up in your klan and never ony remarks or con- 
versations that favor sedition. Remember IN UNISON we 
labor wherever we may roam. 

The institution believes in YOU ond has reposed a very 
sacred trust in YOU; be true to the trust committed to your 
keeping and thereby give to it that sincere, unselfish de- 
votedness as typified by the Fiery Cross; the light of that 
cross reveals YOUR DUTY, then perform that duty as o 
klansman ond not as one of the common herd of mankind. 
Be YOU the incarnation of the principle of constant loy- 
alty to the Order, andthuswith real men like you a great 
institution can ond will be established in the land, that 
will be peerless in the perfection of its powers to preserve 
ond perpetuate that which we oil hold as sacred to our race, 
our country, each other ond to the world, and will endure 
through the oges to bless mankind. Be prudent in your con- 
duct and conversations that nothing might be said or done 
by you ot ony time or place thot will engender prejudice 
ogoimtour Order. Allow no alien to enter the klavern in 
quest of citizenship in the Invisible Empire unless you are 
confident that he is worthy of the honor we confer, the 
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j sacred trust we impose and will appreciate our peculiar 
i fellowship, ond i f o seal lawog should develop in your midst 
j eject him speedily from the portal of the Invisible Empire 
without fear or favor. Maintain forever the social cast and 
dignity of YOUR institution, for its foundation is laid in 
chorocter ond it is built up with MANHOOD. 

Remember always that YOU as a k lonsmon represent more 
than you do in any other fraternal relationship, for you are 
. a living commemoration and the perpetuation of the most 
dauntless organization known to the world ond of men who 
were the greatest heroes of all history. Let the spirit of 
that immortol institution and of those great men possess YOU 
and let not its exalted ideals be one whit lowered by any 
indifferenceor careless conduct on YOUR part. Our Order 
is most worthy of you and you honor yourself by your de- 
votion to if; therefore, live up to the peerless dignity of 
the peculiar relationship you sustain as a klansman, for 
this is your opportunity to achieve something worth while 
in rightly and gratefully commemorating the heroic o- 
chievementsof thepost, for the betterment of the present, 
ond in begetting imperishable honor for yourself and your 
progeny in the future.

They allegedly 
are unhappy with the way the units are being run, and 
further, he was allegedly told he’d better do better or 
something would be done about replacing him. 

It is reported that a Judge BRADY from around 
McComb, Miss., has agreed to take, the Grand Dragon’s job 
when he retires from public life, which will be in approxi- 
mately one year. 

A Province #3 meeting was held at Brookhaven, 
Miss., on 5/13/72 and the following license plates were 
observed to be present: 

57-1 76 --on a Volkswagen; 

3-2445— and 1C-4074 — 1971 Dodge. 

UKA Unit #1, Adams County, Miss., was represented' 
by 0. K. GERMANY and R. L. MYRICK. 

UKA Unit #2 was represented by DONALD HOUSTON 
WILKINSON and TOMMY LOVE. 

UKA Unit #3, Adams County, was represented by 
JAMES JACKSON and an unknown white male driving a 1971 
Dodge with Adams County plates 1C-4074. 

It is noted that there was no roll call at the 
meeting, but FLEMING, the Grand Titan, indicated that the 
McComb and Columbia, Miss., units were not represented. 

During the course of the meeting it was discussed 
that a charter bus going to Washington, D. C B , for a 
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Patriotism Day Parade, sponsored by Reverend CARL MC INTYRE, 
needs $160 more and eighteen more people to go. Further, 
FLEMING a mentioned a LEWIS DISALAULIO from New Orleans, 
Louisiana, who is "a fiery gentleman" and wanted this 
individual to speak at either Brookhaven, Mississippi, at 
a klan meeting or hire a park to have people hear him 
because he was a very good speaker. It was reported that 
this DISALAULIO is not a klansman. 

Further, during the course of the conversations, 
it was noted that a man named CHRISTMAS from an Original 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Louisiana unit has brought 
all of his members, allegedly 200, into the UKA of Louisiana, 
among these being a MURRAY MARTIN from Winnsboro, Louisiana. 
This group has joined the group headed by a Mr. KIDD from 
somewhere in Louisiana. 

It is believed that W. L. ROBERTSON is to be the 
new kleagle of Unit #2 in Adams County, Mississippi. 

JEWEL LEE BURT and TOMMY LOVE are allegedly going 
to attend the state meeting on 5/20/72. It is reported, 
however, that the same day, on 5/20/72, there is a meeting 
to be held at Amite, Louisiana, sponsored by the UKA in 
Louisiana. The Province #3, UKA of Mississippi, is 
supporting this meeting and it; is believed that the Grand 
Titan told the members of Province #3 to go there instead 
of going to the state meeting. 

The Citizens Council meeting held on 5/15/72 at 
Thomas Jefferson School was largely ineffectual, having 
only seven people in attendance. There was actually no 
meeting held, the chief topic of discussion being the 
shooting of GEORGE WALLACE. 

It is believed that JACK HUBER wanted more people 
to attend and has set the new meeting date for the third 
week in June, exact date unknown at this time. 

JERRY FRANK CASE is not known to be a member of 
the UKA in Adams County, Mississippi, and CHARLES 0. WHITE 
is believed to be out of the Natchez, Mississippi, area 
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at this time. It is reported that JOHN WILLIAM BARBER, 
formerly of Adams County, Miss., is working and residing 
in the Jackson, Mississippi, area for Presto Aluminum 
Cookware Company, either selling and/or driving a delivery 
truck, and is allegedly living in Jackson.

It is reported that a Citizens Council representative 
by the name of BRADSHAW, who allegedly is a white male, approxi- 
mately 57 years of age with graying hair and is an ex-schoolteacher 
from Rankin County, is attempting to reorganize the Citizens 
Council in Natchez, Mississippi'. A tentative meeting date of 
April 25, 1972, has been set for this organizational meeting. 

It is reported that W. L. ROBERTSON has made statements 
to the effect that an EC by the name of EARL is definitely after 
the Grand Titan's position in the Province of Mississippi. It 
is unknown at this time exactly why EARL wants the job or what he 
has against FLEMING, but it has definitely been established that 
ROBERTSON does believe that EARL does want this position. 

It is reported that "CHICKENFOOT" ROBERTSON had been 
overheard discussing the fact that two Federal agents were out to 
see him, but he was not home. He is also reportedly to have said 
that he heard that two of them had gone out to see EDDIE ARNOLD 
and also other Klansmen. It is not known exactly what these 
persons wanted, but it is reported that ARNOLD has told "CHICKENFOOT" 
ROBERTSON that he did not talk to the Agents but "ran them off." 

It is believed, according to i n forma ti.n n overheard from 
BILLY RAY HENSON, that a young man by the name of | | 

and EDDIE ARNOLD were involved with "CHICK ENFOOT" RO BERTSON in 
some activity in the Vidalia area prior to |being arrested 

for a narcotics violation in Concordia Parish. It is not known at 
this time exactly what this incident may have been. 

It is noted that the United Klans of America, Incorporated, 
has been selling tickets for a Colt .38 Super Automatic plus 200 
rounds of ammunition. This is to be given away at Lake, 

Mississippi, on May 27, 1972. It is reported that at the last 
state meeting on April 22, 1972, Number One and Number Three Units 
of the UKA of Adams County, Mississippi, were not represented. 
"CHICKENFOOT" ROBERTSON and JULE LEE BURT attended from Adams 
County, Mississippi. During the course of the meeting, it is 
believed that JULE LEE BURT mentioned something about the lie 
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detector test and suggested that all the EC 1 s ' of the UKA in 
Mississippi be given this test. It is believed that at the 
present time this lie detector test is being given to new 
Klansmen only, but they are meeting some reluctance on the part 
of several Klansmen to take this examination because they do not 
trust the people that are giving the exam. 

JAMES JACKSON was overheard talking to several 
individuals at the barbeque pit and at that time indicated that 
he wanted to know something about the meeting and what had 
happened at the state meeting. JACKSON has indicated that he 
has taken over the Number Three Unit and is helping the EC 
BILLY RAY HENSON get the thing off the ground. He has jumped 
from Unit Number One, which is the old Unit 800, to the Number 
Three Unit, but stated that he has not been too successful in 
getting people to join the unit as yet. 

DONALD WILKINSON was overheard saying that he had 
attended a Citizens Council meeting at JACK HUBER's house, 301 
park Place in Natchez, Mississippi, and among the people attending 
were individuals by the names of JACK MOORE, JACK HUBER, (First 
Name Unknown) HEDGELAND, CECIL M. PEOPLES, (First Name Unknown) 
BRADSHAW, (First Name Unknown) DUNIGAN, a man by the last name of 
MC MANUS who is believed to be a member of the old Slygo Unit 
of the White Knights. The next meeting has been scheduled for 
May 15, 1972, but no further plans, or activities have been made 
at this time.

' J £ach E.C. is requested to appoint a Kleagle in your unit. 

The one v/ho is selected for this position, must be familiar 
with the constitution and by-laws of this order. The duties of 
the Kleagles will be to set up new units in towns and comunit- 
ies, where there is no units. All Kleagles (organizers) will 
have to be approved by thd Grand Dragon. The state office will 
issue credintials to all qulified Kleagles. These men will be 
entitled to a commission according to the constitution, to help 
bear their expenses. 

Rallvs 

The rally season is starting so I urge each of you to start 
making your plans to support these rallys.We must let the pub- 
lic know that the Klan is still active. The only way we can do 
this is for you to be present. 

Last year our security guards did a fine job at the rallys, 

I am requesting all units to send as many guards as possible. 
These guards must patrol the outer perimeter of the rally 
grounds at all time. There must be at least one guard assigned 
to the Imperial Wizard. We will need four chair3 on the speakers 
platform.

According to a letter dated March 25, 1972, from 
HARVEY FLEMING, Grand Titan of the Province, the Mayor of 
McComb, Mississippi, has assigned the United Klans of America 
(UKA) a position in the Centennial Parade for McComb, 

Mississippi, set for April 3, 1972. FLEMING has recommended 
that every Klansman who cares to can attend and should be robed 
out. It is noted, however, that many Klansmen in the Natchez, 
Mississippi, area are reluctant to do this because of the potential 
for identification by the FBI and also because of possible violence 
with the Negro people who will be watching in the parade. It is 
further noted that HARVEY FLEMING has an address of Post Office 
Box 711, McComb, Mississippi, telephone number 684-1289. 

On or about March 24, 1972, it is reported that BILLY 
RAY HINSON was seen talking to STEPHEN JOSEPH AUCOIN. AUCOIN 
allegedly told HINSON that he was not going to say anything to 
anyone concerning the activities of the Klan in the Natchez- 
Vidalia area. AUCOIN allegedly told HINSON that he was moving to 
Morgan City, Louisiana, because his home and car had been locked up 
and he had no way of getting around. It is also reported th at 
during the course of the conversation. AUCOIN mentioned thatT (]

On or about March 21, 1972, RED GLOVER told several 
Klansmen in the Natchez, Mississippi, area that he had received 
a sentence of one year's probation for his part in the burglary in 
Wilkinson County, Mississippi. He allegedly was also inquiring 
as to whether or not "CHICKENFOOT" ROBERTSON had taken care of 
several items that he, ROBERTSON, had gone to McComb, Mississippi, 
to pick up. It is noted that later GLOVER was overheard saying 
that he had contacted ROBERTSON and ROBERTSON had gone to McComb 
and taken care of the recovery of some specific items. 

It is believed that the UKA of the Realm of Mississippi 
has an unscheduled meeting on or about March 25, 1972, at which 
time new state officers were elected. It is noted, however, that 
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the old officers were actually reelected and it is believed that 
this was due to the fact that the E. C. of the Wesson, Mississipp 
Unit wants the job of Grand Titan of the Province. It is noted, 
however, that it is believed among Klan units in the Natchez area 
that the E. C. of the western unit controls only his unit and 
is not backed by any other units in the province. 

The following letter, postmarked March 20, 1972, at 
Columbus, Mississippi, is being distributed among Klansmen in the 
Natchez, Mississippi, area: 
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Esteemed Klansmen: 

Just a line to remind you of our State meeting next Saturday 
at 7:30 P„M. This meeting v/ill be held at the same place in 
Lawrence, Miss. All. units are requested to have three voting 
delegates at this meeting* 

I deeply regret to inform you of the death of two of our mem- 
bers. Brother tennis Lee Porter of Unit no *910 was killed in 
a accident while, at work. Brother Raiford Norris of Unit no* 
620 died o.f a heart attack. 

T have been informed that Kenneth Roberts of Unit no. 910 has 
been Banished forever frcm the United Klans of America,*

It is noted that WILLIE BARLOW is a secret member of 
the UKA and that there is no knowledge of ARTHUR B. MC DANIEL or 
JERRY FRANK CASE being members of any Klan unit. 

It is reported that "CHICKENFOOT" ROBERTSON and some 
other Klansmen had gotten into an argument over some money that 
ROBERTSON allegedly owes to the UKA Unit Number Two. It is 
further reported that at least two Klansmen, whose names are 
unknown, called on ROBERTSON, and he was drinking at the time and 
was very upset because they had come to see him. It is further 
reported that the check that ROBERTSON had given to an individual 
in Concordia Parish, Louisiana, to pay the fine for CHARLES 0. 
WHITE was returned and that there were quite a few people very 
upset about this situation with "CHICKENFOOT" ROBERTSON. 

RED GLOVER has been seen in the company of J. C. INGRAM 
on several occasions, and it .is reported among Klan members in 
the Natchez, Mississippi, area that he might possibly be the 
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other man that was with GLOVER at the burglary that GLOVER was 
involved in in Wilkinson County, Mississippi. GLOVER was 
overheard to be talking to several individuals and mentioned 
that one of his "boys shot another one" somewhere around 
Haz'lehurst, Mississippi, sometime around the last of February 
or first of March of 1972. The victim x^as shot allegedly 
three times and xv'as taken to the University Hospital in Jackson, 
Mississippi, . and is supposedly in fair condition. GLOVER was 
..overheard talking to "CHICKENFOOT" ROBERTSON and telling him 
that they would have to "get those guns back from Old Man LEWIS," 
and it is believed that these guns that he is speaking of were 
the Smith and Wesson revolvers that "CHICKENFOOT" ROBERTSON 
previously had. Attending the state meeting x<rere several 
individuals, among Xv’hich was a DANNY WALKER and a (First Name 
Unknoxvn) SCOTT representing the Brockhaven Klan Unit. 

It is reported that the UKA of Mississippi has been 
advised that a lie detector is available through national 
headquarters in Tuscaloosa, Alabama, and that the Grand Dragon 
is attempting to get the lie detector available in Mississippi 
sometime in the future. 

Also discussed during the state meeting v?as a parade 
in McCorab, Mississippi, to be held on April 8. At this time no 
set plans have been made concerning the Klan involving themselves 
in the parade, but further details are being worked out. 

It is also reported that on the agenda for the state 
meeting scheduled April 1, 1972 , is the possible reelec(:ion of 
new state officers due to there being dissension among the Klan 
units and also members of some Klan units have allegedly been 
jumping from one unit and voting in another unit in order to 
throw the elections to the people that they wanted to x^in. 

A CHARLIE CHRISTMAS , 414 North Durant, Amite, Louisiana, 
telephone number 748-7161, who allegedly is a former Grand Dragon 
of the Original Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Louisiana, spoke 
to the organization, but it was the same diatribe against the 
Negroes and Jews in the United States of America. He told the 
Klan gathering that they x^ere the last line of defense when the 
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country was taken over but did not specify who was to take over 
the country. It is noted that the Wesson, Mississippi, Unit 
was late arriving, and Units Number One and Three of Natchez, 
Mississippi, did not come at all. 

It is reported that RED GLOVER is allegedly very worried 
concerning his trial in Wilkinson County, Mississippi. GLOVER 
has been telling the Klansmen in the barbeque pit that he has 
been told by his attorney, WILLIAM RILEY, to plead guilty and 
that the Circuit Judge LENOX FOREMAN will give him three years 
suspended and put him on probation for from one to two years. 

He further will have to pay a $500 fine and make a $200 
restitution to the man whose goods he stole. He has been dis- 
cussing this with several of the Klansmen, among which is JOE LEE 
HARDY, but has not decided according to his story what he is 
going to do about this situation. 

It is reported that "CHICKENFOOT" ROBERTSON and JEWEL 
LEE BURT were to go with RED GLOVER to McComb, Mississippi, on 
March 19, 1972, to recover the Smith and Wesson firearms that had 
been previously mentioned. However, it is not know whether or not 
these firearms were recovered and whether or not they are in fact 
the Smith and Wesson firearms previously mentioned. 

The UKA is planning on having two rallies in and 
around the McComb-Wesson, Mississippi, areas, the one for McComb 
scheduled for April 29, 1972, and the one for Wesson, Mississippi, 
soon thereafter. No further details are available at this time.

Subject has usually left the temporary residence 
quarters in a relatively short period of time, usually not 
exceeding 90 days and has returned to a farm which he owns 
located in Kentwood, La. 


Further, subject allegedly purchased a residence 
at 2035 Eleanor Street, Vidalia, La., approximately two months 
ago and was residing there until he began residency with his 
step-son, JAMES WATTS, at Leesdale, Miss.

During the course of the meeting, it was decided 
that the group would meet on Saturday, 1/29/72, at the 
roadside park near Meadville, Miss., on Highway 84, at 
10:00 p.m. to throw literature over the Franklin County 
area. It is noted that several of the ECs were against 
meeting prior to the putting out of the literature but 
were overruled. 


Each Klan Unit was charged $5 for the distribution 
of the paper and was supposed to furnish any additional 
money that they could to the province. It is noted 
that Unit #3 in Adams County, Miss., was represented by 
BILLY HINSON, the EC of the unit, and present with him 
was ED HINSON, believed to be a brother of BILLY HINSON, 
a white male by the name of WHITEHEAD and JAMES JACKSON 
formerly of UKA Unit #1 of Natchez, Miss. 

It is noted that prior to the arrival of UKA Unit 
#3 of Natchez, Miss., several members of the organization 
indicated that they were unhappy with the fact that some members 
of the UKA #3 Unit at Adams County, Miss., were under age 
and further that they were believed to be carrying guns 
and riding around Natchez, Miss. It is reported that the 
state organization is disturbed at this and if the 
riding around does not cease, action will be taken by 
the state level. 
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It was reported that a former EG of a 
unit around McComb, Miss., by the name of ROY MORGAN 
had become a turncoat and had given a party wherein 
Negro people had been invited. During the meeting, one 
of the ECs inquired as to why he was a turncoat and 
it was indicated that the private school’ in McComb or 
Liberty, Miss., had no longer continued to carry his 
(MORGAN'S) retarded child and had turned him against the 
Klan. 


Further, it is noted that during the course of 
the meeting, it was mentioned that a JAMES A. COOK, Route 
2, Box 200, Columbia, Miss., is a Klansman, is very ill and 
the organization was requested to furnish letters and any 
financial help possible. The following is the pamphlet 
to be distributed in Franklin County, Miss.:

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Freedom of Choice for Laboring Men 

The American Party believes in Freedom of 
Choice, and this applies to schools, churches, 
private clubs or labor unions. Wc believe that 
Freedom of Choice is the American way. 

The American Party will restore freedom to the 
laboring man so that he can control how his union 
dues are spent.

RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER, General Delivery, 

Washington, Mississippi, was contacted at his stepson's 
residence in Leesdale, Mississippi, and was advised of 
the official identities of the interviewing Agents and 
that he was being contacted regarding his views on the 
Ku Klux Klan and other extremist organizations. He then 
furnished the following voluntary information: 

GLOVER advised that he is not now, nor has he 
ever been, a member of any type of klan organization nor 
has he ever been approached to join any such organization. 

He stated that he has been contacted at least 18 times 
previously concerning the klan and extremist organizations 
and that he has, on every occasion, furnished the same 
information to the FBI. 

GLOVER advised that he believes that the klan 
or any other organization or person should not set himself 
up as being "contrary to the law" and that if any organization 
or person did set himself up or violate any law, he should 
be prosecuted and punished for the violation. 

GLOVER stated that he did not care to make any type 
of comment upon his personal views concerning the Ku Klux 
Klan because he felt that it was his own personal business, 
and it did not fall under the label of being anyone else's 
business .

Raleigh Jackson Glover, General Delivery, 
Washington, Mississippi, furnished the following voluntary 
information to two Special Agents of the Federal Bureau' of 
Investigation on January 21, 1972: 

Glover stated that he has never been a member of 
any Klan organization and that he lias never been approached 
to join any Klan organization. He stated he has furnished 
this information on all prior occasions when contacted by 
the FBI and would immediately notify the FBI if he were 
contacted regarding Klan or other extremist organization 
membership . 


Glover stated that he believes the Klan or any 
other extremist organization should not set itself up 
"contrary to the law" and that if any person or organization 
violated any law they should be punished for that violation. 

Glover stated that he would make no comments con- 
cerning his own views because they were personal and he did 
not feel' that they were anyone else's business.

It is noted, however, that when he was contacted by an 
individual wanting to buy some of these guns , he told the 
individual that he x-jould have to get the guns from the man 
that had them as someone else other than he, ROBERTSON, was 
keeping them.

During the course 
of the meeting, KENNETH ROBERTSON from McComb, Mississippi, 
has been affirmed as Knighthawk for the UKA of Mississippi. 

A man by the name of FINDLEY, believed to be from McComb, 
Mississippi, has been appointed the Titan for Province #3. 
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During the course of the meeting it was mentioned that in 
either Columbus or Hattiesburg, Mississippi, a pamphlet was 
located in the public library wherein instructions for 
bombing schools and the making of gasoline bombs and Molotov 
cocktails were set forth. The UKA decided that they would 
complaint about this to the different libraries and try to 
get the pamphlet, with the name "Black Nation," removed from 
the library shelves. 

It is noted that JAMES and A. C. JACKSON are 
believed to have transferred to the Third Unit, UKA, Adams •
